FOK mapy years past the call has been 
EoufldingHrom West Africa to the Salva- 
tion Army to "come over and help us," and 
" it is a cause For mnch.prais* to God that 
at Irafith the way has been opened for the Army. 
to respond to-tbat calL As we have already an- 
nounced, Brigadier aod Mrs. Souter have 'been 
appointed to organize the Amy's wbrk in those 
regions, which include Sierra Leone, .Liberia, 
Nigeria, and the Gold Coast. The last-named 
district was once famous as "the white man's 
graveyard," because of its -unhealthy conditions, 
hpl no longer does it deserrc that label, because 
tbe application of 'science has removed many of 
the dangers to health which formerly existed. 

NinJeua <rf SalffeUcb Anmy 

The pioneer Officen will find at Freetown, 
Siena Leone, tbe nucleus of a" Salvation Army 
force consisting; of men in West Indian regi- 
ments aufl others who have been holding meet- 
iugs and in other ways carrying on the traditions 
of tbc Organization. These comrades were some 
years ago visited by the late Commissioner Rail- 
too, who found them fnlLof xeal and fervour, 
and within the last three or four years by Major 
Twilley, who reported favourably upon tbe pros- 
pects for commencing the Army's work in those 
regions. Part of his report read as follows: — 

"This (Nigeria) is a" vast and needy country, 
having In it natives of all kinds, from the abso- 
lutely unclothed heathen to the advanced, and 
educated.- . . . Many places are without mis- 
sionary effort of any kind, but in most cases they 
nre somewhat difficult to .approach, and away 
from suitable centres. The Niger Delta is a par- 
ticularly needy Field, and there are pagan tribes 
in the interior with absolutely no workers among 
tfiem, . s . The people, it seemed to me, were 
eager and receptive; likely to" be influenced and 
to accept the true principles of Christianity, if 
prc&eoted by Spirit-fitfcd people." 



As doubtless our readers will be deeply in- 
terested in learning about the new peoples to ba 
reached by tbe Army, and about the conditions 
they live tn, we have collected the following in- 
formation from rariotxs sources: —

Leone, is the original site of the Tower of Babel; 
but, when it is remembered that no less than

from other parts ot the world. For over a hun- 
dred years they have been British subjects. The 
present Creoles have been born in the Colony of 
English-speaking parent^ hatftToeen educated in 
r the schools of the various missions, and are pro- 
fessedly Christian. They are " entirely distinct 
from the natives or aborigines, and have no 
tribal language; although some of them, having 
intermarried with people from other British 
West African settlements along the coast, may 
speak the language of the tribe into which they 
have manicj, . 

"Until recently the Creoles have rarely mar- 
ried up-country people, or any they regard as 
heathen, against whom they entertain a consider- 
able amount of prejudice. 

"These Creoles are essentially traders. The 
children are born and bred in trade of some kind 
or other; it seems hereditary to them, and is as a 
rule the only sort of business or work to which 
they take naturally and kindly. 

"The consequence is that trading is very 
much overdone by them. They arc all treading 
on each other's heels, and many of them are 
finding it very difficult to make a living. 

Not u Eur Tuk 

"Those whose experience entitles them to be 
heard on this subject have repeatedly told me of 
the great concern with which tbey regard this 
state of things. The problem before them, which 
they feel to be a very grave one, is: How to 
divert the energies of the younger generation 
from trade to such a mechanical or agricultural 
training as will fit 'them for the local industries 
and up-country developments. This is not easy, 
although there are instances in which it has been 
successfully accomplished." 

Of the natives, or aborigines, of Sierra Leone 
the writer has something to say that is well 
worthy oi perusal: — 

"The Traveller who thinks that all black 
people arc alike must be very new to the West 
Coast of Africa; for as you walk about the 
streets of Freetown you cannot fail to observe 
if indeed you are capable of observing, the great 
differences among the coloured people who 
jostle each other in the crowded thoroughfares. 
Features, physical development, distinctive dress, 
head and foot gear — or the want of It — and a 

feculiar gait, mark the members of widely dif- 
erent tribes, and give a strange but picturesque 
variety to the scene. Of tribes and sub-tribes 
there are indeed many, with the languages as 
"numerous as their nationalities, and of course 
often unintelligible except to the tribe that 
speaks it 

Tho Principal Tribe* 

"Let us notice the principal tribes that are 
met everywhere:—* 

"The Mend is or Kossos.— These are a fine 
race, and may be considered aborigines, as they 
were the inhabitants of what is now the Colony 
and Protectorate before the coming of the white 
man and the liberated slave. They are still one 
of tbe most important ncople of the Hinterland 
or Protectorate, and their country, locally known 
as Mendiland, extends over a very Large area, a 
great deal of which is now within the Influence 
of the railway. 

''When the Sierra Leone Government Rail- 
.way was being constructed and navvies were re- 
quired, the Mendi people contributed a very 
large contingent and did excellent work. 

"The making of the line naturally brought 
them to the Colony in such numbers that a 
Mendi ebicf bas been appointed in Freetown to

The Peninsula of Lion Mountain— for that is 
what Sierra Leone means, it being the name 
given to It by the Portuguese navigator, P. do 
Cintra, in 1462, who discovered it in that year- 
was ceded to Great Britain in 1787 by the native 
chiefs, to be used as an asylum for Ihe many des- 
titute negroes who were stranded in England. 
Liberated Africans from Nor.th America and the 
West Indies, besides many who had been found 
on board captured slavers, were taken there, 
with the resultant confusion of tongues to which 
we make reference. 

The Protectorate of Sierra Leone was. pro- 
claimed as such on August 31, 1896. The area 
covered Is 30,000 square miles, and the total 
population numbers 1,000,000. 

The Peninsula of Sierra Leone is 185 milei in 
length, with an estimated area of 4,000 square 
miles, the population being about 60,000, of 
whom 500, or thereabouts, are Europeans.

The Republic of Liberia, which will also 
form part of the new Army Territory, extends 
south of Sierra Leone for a distance of 380 
miles. The limits of the Slate in the inferior ex- 
tend from 60 to 100 miles" eastward, though this 
is unsettled. The entire area of the country is 
24,000 square miles. Liberia was founded In 
1823 by American philanthropists for the settle- 
ment of negro freed men who wished to return 
to their native land, or to enjoy political and 
.. social privileges then denied them in the United 
States. It remained for twenty-five years under* 
the tutelage of the mother country, but in July, 
1347, was declared Independent, The chief town 
is Monrovia, with a population of 6,000. The 
total population consists of about ten thousand 
descendants of repatriated American negroes and 
two million of various native tribes. 

The Gold Coast Colony extends along the.. 
toast of the Gulf of Guinea for about two hiin- 
dred miles, with a protectorate extending inland 
to an average distance of 440 miles. The total 
area of the Colony and its dependencies is esti- 
mated at 80,000 square miles, and the population 
numbers one and a half million 3. The -natives 
are almost all pagans. It will be recollected that ■ 
this region was formerly the Kingdom of 
AsfiantL which was finally conquered by the 
British in 1901. Under British rule great efforts 
are being made to improve the sanitary condi- 
tion of the coast towns. Railways are also being,, 
bulk throughout the Colony. The principal town 
b Accra, with a population of 19,000. -

The Colony and Protectorate of Southeru 
Nigeria Includes the territories situated on the 
Bight of Benin, between Dahomey on the west, 
and the Cameroons on the east. The area of the 
whole territory is 79,860 square miles, and the 
population about seven and a half millions. 

Northern Nigeria Is avast territory in the in- 
terior with an area of over 250,000 square miles, 
and a popula&tion of nine millions. -

THE SALVATIONIST'S 

BOOK-SHEIE 



A DIVINELY APPOINTED MEANS OF GRACE, DESIGNED NOT 
TO SUPERSEDE BUT TO COMPLEMENT HUMAN LABOUR 



pRAYER is o means of grace 
* divinely appointed indeed; 
but it has been appointed fol a 
specific, purpose. When we as- 
certain this purpoBo, we know the 
function of prayer. To make use 
of it for any other, would be as in- 
appropriate and aa useleaa aa to 
use the eye for hearing or the car 
for seeing. Every Salvation Sol* 
dier, men, needs to know what U 
the exact function of prayer. 

Pray ami Work 
■ We indicate the function of 
prayer when wc aay that prayer 
is designed, not to supersede,, but 
to complement human labor. Its 
efficacy- begins where the power 
of the petitioner ends, and it doea 
not begin before. It was appoint* 
ed, not to take the place of human 
activity, but to effect that which 
no human activity can accomplish. 

An example will make this 
truth el tar. When we offer the pe- 
tition. "Give us this day our daily 
bread," we do not overcome the 
necessity of labouring for that 
bread to the extent of our ability. 
But we know that, labour aa faith* 
fully as we will, contingencies 
over which we have not the least 
control may easily occur between 
our labour and the enjoy- 
ment of the fruit of it, which, s 
if they occur, will make the lat- 
ter impossible. Because these lie 
beyond the field in which our 
power is efficacious, we invoke the 
power of God. 

Or we may be powerless to la- 
bour, and therefore wc may call 
on God for an extraordinary dis* 
play of Hia power* This, then, is 
the Function of prayer. It doea not 
supersede human activity; but. by 
God's appointment, complements 
it with the power of God Him- 
self. And this is the view of prayer 
which Paul presents in one of the 
most eloquent passages to be 
found in the New Testament. 

In thia paaragc (Ephesians 6: 
1 1 -18)* he portrays the Christian 
as clothed in (h* armour and bear" 
ing the weapons of a 'soldier of the 
Empire. He describes the number 
and the prowess of the foes he 
must meet, and he exhorts those 
to whom he is writing to eee to it 
that they are both armed and pan- 



oplied. But it ia not until he sup- 
poses them to be ready thus to put 
forth their own strength that be 
bids them use thia effective aid, in 
the words "praying always with 
all prayer and supplication in the 

God urges ua to pray with faith 
and importunity. He assurea ua 
that He will answer our petitions. 
He doea not limit the subjects of 
petition to our spiritual needs. He 
would have us implore Him for 
material benefits as well as for the 
influence of the Holy Ghost. But 
nowhere does He teach us that 
prayer may take the place of hon* 
cat, hearty work. Our work should 
be done in a prayerful spirit in- 
deed; but our prayers should be 
offered while we arc working as 
well as before we begin work, and 
when we have done our utmost. 

This right of petitioning God 
was' never meant to lead us to 
abate one jot of labour or of 
struggle. God aids those who aid 
themselves. He works within us 
to will and to do of His good 
pleasure, while we arc working 
out our own salvation. He 4 will 
hear our prayers for holiness only 
while we struggle against the im- 
pellinga of the sin within us and 
the temptations of sin about us. 
He will regard our supplications 
for the conversion of the world, 
only as he aeea ua labouring in that 
direction. The prayer of faith, 
which He regards,' ia the prayer 
of the faithful 1 ; who are ready to 
do and dare, to undergo and 
overcome, until human resources 
oie exhausted. It ia man's extrem- 
ity that ia God'a opportunity. 

Labour and Sacrifice 

Prayer being designed, not aa a 
substitute for. but as the comple- 
ment of human power, it ia for us 
to give labour and sacrifice while 
we pray, to trust meantime that 
our heavenly Father will manifold 
our little gifts from His countless 
treasures; will energize our poor 
labours by the forth-putting of His 
omnipotence; and will make ac- 
ceptable our sacrifices through the 
power of the Holy Ghost. .Such 
are the prayers which God loves 
to answer, Let such be the pray- 
ers which we offer.

This is an instructive and interest- 
ing course of character studies from 
the Old Testament, ind those who 
peruse them will find much to en- 
courage tJiem in fighting the good 
fight of faith. Some of the chapters 
are like warning signals pointing one 
the causes of certain men's failures 
and containing much-needed les- 
sons for Christ's followers of to- 
day. 

As the title of the hook indicates, 
some of the most striking- scenes in 
the Old Testament are dealt with, 
and it is as if the reader were taken 
on a visit to a picture gallery, and 
.i descriptive account given him of 
each canvas he looked upon. We can 
casi.y call to mind some of the pic- 
tures in the Bible which stand oqH 
with peculiar prominence, arresting 
the mind and fixing themselves ia 
the memory so fast that they can 
never be forgotten. Think of Job, 
for instance, sitting in sack ctoth la 
his ruined house; of David, waiting 
for the tidings of his son, Absalom; 
of Elijah, calling down fire from 
Heaven on the sacrifice on Mount 
Car mel. These pictures are so 
powerful, cither m their beauty, 
pathos, or usefulness, that they lay 
hold oi the dullest imagination and 
retain their place in it for ever, In 
the twenty-seven chapters of the 
hook the writer describes many of 
the most striking pictures given us 
in Ihe Old Testament, pointing out 
important lessons to be learned from 1 ' 
theni* The following extract, for 
example, shows what wc may learn 
from Ihe picture of poor backslid* 
■Jen Samson going out to fight the 
Philistines, when "he wist not that 
the Lord was departed from him."

The organization has been go 
complete that not a single hitch hai 
occurred. The whole of the work ot 
distribution has been carried" out 
with the regularity of clockwork, 
Lieut.-Colonel Catherine Booth, In- 
ternational Secretary for Europe* 
faas by her interest and energy done 
much to inspire the success of the 
scheme, which has also received tho 
cordial co-operation ot Comm!*. : 
sioner Ogrim. 

In Berlin alone there have so far 
been distributed among chtldret 
between the ages of two and nine 
over 265,000 tins of sweetened con- 
densed milk, 3,000 pounds of sweet* ■ 
ened cocoa, and 7,000 large tins ol 
milk food. „ . 

In Czechoslovakia Colonel 
Braine had conferences with the 
mayors and other people in autho* 
rity at Prague, Kladno, Gabions* 
Koniggratz, and Brun'n, .with a view; 
to organizing relief at those centresj 
The people, he says, are not onlf 
sufferinff From a shortage of milk 
and Foodstuffs, but are mostly com* 
pelted lo walk about bare-Eoole*L 
He saw hundreds of superior-look- 
ing women-folk walking painfully to 
the factories at six in the morning, 
their feet being obviously unused to 
sharp stones and hard ground. 
When one lakes in the Fact that 
wages have only risen double, ot; 
perhaps treble, the previous rate^ 
and tne price of food and clothing 
has soared to twelve and fourteen 
times the pre-war level, it is possible 
to estimate the distress that must bo 
borne. 

Such is the dearth of soap and. 
most of the common household re- 
quisites that typhus is raging to an 
alarming extent, and in some cities 
and towns the death rate is twiee 
that of the births. Much money wili 
be needed to enable the Army to 
plan for the forthcoming winter and 
spring. Every dollar contributed will 
be spent (without deduction) for 
food and clothing, which will be dis- 
tributed under the supervision to o«j 
Salvation Army Officers.

The following charming story is 
related of Florence ' Nightingale, 
showing bow very early in life she 
endeared herself to those who Knew 
her by being ever helpful and 
thoughtful and watchful of theii; 
needs and desires. 

One day when she was a little 
girl, as she waa- walking through 
her father's estate with her friend 
the Pastor she came upon the old 
shepherd, who was having great 
difficulty m gathering his floek to- 
gether. 

"Where is your shepherd dog?'* 
asked little Miss Florence (that was 
what all the country folk called her). 
"J thought he always helped you call 
jn the flock/' ' s 

"Ah* Indeed," sighed tbe old man, 
"J fear he will never help me again, 
for some bad boys have broken his 
leg with stones and the poor dog is 
in such pain that 1 am going to 
shoot him to-night to put him out 
of his trouble." 

~ Tears came to the little girl's eyes. 
"Shoot him," she said. "Oh, poor old 
Cap/' The walk back to the house 
was a very silent one, and as they 
approached the dog kennel Florence 
timidly asked if she might sec the 
dog and find out if his leg was really 
so badly injured.

;vatibn")- In the earlier stages of de- 
velopment, the planting and care of 
shade trees along streets and high- 
ways has almost always been a mat- 
ter of individual action and initia- 
tive. % There is, however, an increas- 
ing tendency on the part of public- 
spirited citizens and organizations 
to regard the providing of shade on 
city streets as much a municipal en- 
terprise as providing sidewalks or 
street lights. The result is a steady 
movement toward assumption by 
the city or municipality of the re- 
sponsibility for a uniform policy 
respecting shade trees. 

This often takes form through tbe 
appointment of an honorary com- 
mission, with a paid executive offi- 
cer known as the city arborist or, 
Jess appropriately, city forester. The 
latter official should, of course, be a 
thoroughly trained and experienced 
map, famitiar with the merits and 
disadvantages of the van'ons shade 
tree species, and with the best 
'methods of tree plantiog and cul- 
ture, pruning, tree surgery, and the 
prevention of injury by insects, 
fungi, animals and other natural 
enemies. 

Strikingly Evident. 

The lack of such a policy and the 
need for its adoption are evident in 
most of our towns and cities. 
Among the evidences are absence of 
» shade trees on some of the resi- 
dential streets, tbe planting of too 
many different species of others, 
planting of undesirable species, too 
elose epacing of trees, improper 



these points should receive intelli- 
gent consideration in any compre- 
hensive programme relating to city 
or municipal street trees. 

It is obvious, however, that the 
official who should have the active 
direction of this work must, If the 
desired results are to he secured, be 
not only a trained specialist but a 
thoroughly practical man as well. 
The ordinary "tree trimmer," while 
perhaps very competent in his own 
particular line, can "by no means 
comply with all the specifications 
required fnr the, position of City 
arborist. Some of the educational in- 
stitutions, particularly in the United 
States, make a specialty of training 
men for this class of work, and 
many of the cities in that country 
are availing themselves of the ser- 
vices of these specialists* 

Contribute Towards Health 

In addition to the unquestionably 
great value of street trees from the 
Viewpoint of beautifying the city, 
there is no doubt but that they also 
contribute appreciably toward the 
health of the community by trans- 
piring moisture into the atmosphere 
and by producing a restful eficct on 
the eyes and nerves. 

As cities grow in population* con- 
ditions become more and more un- 
favourable to the growth of street 
trees,, and it hecomes Increasingly 
difficult for the individual to secure 
successful results, (o say nothing of 
the certain lack of uniformity where 
reliance U placed upon Individual 
■initiative. * , "

BIG WIRELESS STATION. 

THE largest* and most powerful 
wireless station in the world has 
just teen completed near Bordeaux, 
France. It ™as begun by Americans, 
according to American plans, and 
was half finished at the time of the 
armistice. Now it has passed into the 
hands of the French Government, 
and will be used to send messages 
half way round the world. 

The antennae are carried on eight 
metal towers 240 metres high, and 
cover a space a kilometre and a half 
long and 40 metres across. Each 
tower, which is supported on three 
legs, wcijrh 550 tons, a quarter of 
the weight of the Eiffel Tower. 

This, the Lafayette Station, ds it is 
called, lues ;ni alternating current of 
11,000 volts, with n frequency of 50 
cycles, which can develop Hertzian 
waves 2,300 metres long. The dis- 
tances .it which messages can be 
picked up h estimated at 20.000 kilo- 
metres — nhout half ilic circumfer- 
ence of the earth. 



HARVESTING GRAIN. 

AX army of a hundred thousand 
farm hands is moving north- 
ward across the Western wheat belt 
in the United States, harvesting the 
nation^ grain crop in better time 
Mian in many years, reports the 
United States Agricultural Depart- 
ment. The army was recruited and 
organized by the Agriculture De- 
partment officials working with 
jcliambcrs of commerce and farm- 
ers' organizations in the West. At- 
tracted by a wage of ?7 for a tcn- 
hour day, thousands of workers 
hastened from the Atlantic and Al- 
legheny regions to the States west, of 
the Mississippi to join the harvest' 
drive. For the first time in years 
farmers are not handicapped for 
want of help.

And not 
only they, but ourselves also, which 
have the first fruits of the Spirit, 
even we ourselves groan within our- 
selves, waiting for the adoption, to 
wit, the redemption of our body." 
Creation In Suffering State. 

In other words, the whole creation 
is in a suffering elate— subject * to 
pain an<l sickness, and death— and 
we also, who, through Christ, have 
the Spirit of God in our hearts and 
lives, groan within ourselves, be- 
cause of the ills we have to suffer, 
in common with all mankind. But 
there is a great hope for us— a better 
time coming, when, just as our souls 
have been delivered from the burden, 
of sin in virtue of our Saviour's sac* 
riftce, so our bodies also shall, by 
the power of His Resurrect ton. be 
freed from all these physical 
miseries, and be raised from the 
dead.

from every form of physical sickness 
and pain, and that all that is needed 
to be entirely free From both is to 
claim exemption by Faith, 

A False Opinion. 

3. Now. this opinion is false,, and 
calculated to lead those who hold it 
into serious difficulty; nay, it has 
led many earnest children of God 
into the gross darkness of un- 
belief.
